If, to make con- 
eessions for my convenience, I have to qualify 
that ordinance, I shalt forfeit the convenience 
and disregard the advantage. 

Mr. Miles—The remarks just offered make 
it, in my judgment, perhaps well and desirable 
that Lshould say ayery few words. Asthegen- 
Memon may all kuow, Lam vory recently from 
Washington, I will state here that 1 and some 
of my colleagues, in a conversation with the 
Presitlent of the United States, and subsequent- 
ly ina written communication, to whiok our 
names were signed, after speaking of the 
great excitement nboul the forts, wo said thus

Carolina would do anything prior to the moct- 
ing of this Convention, nud that we hoped and 
beloved thnt nothing would be done afier this 
body mot, until we had demanded of the Go- 
noral Government the recession of these forts. 
This was the substance of what wo said. Now, 
sir, it ismy most solemn conyiction that there 

no attempt going to be made to. reinforce 
hese forts. In addition to this, what do wo 
see just as I lef Washington?’ We sco tho 
Presidont’s right hand wan—his near and 
dear personal friend—going from the Cabinet 
on this precise issue. Gen, Cuss, Scoretary of

Southern States, there should be, a3 svon as 
possible, some’ provisional goverment or 
Union, which should bring those States to act 
together, 

It bas Ween suggested, in submitting this 
resolution, that no other Provisional Govern- 
ment coulil bens speedily adopted as the Go- 
vernment of the Union, to which our people 
have been accustomed—that Governmont of 
Union, which they under: J, and whieh has 
hod the interpretation placed upon. every 
clause of its Constitution, Mowever wise anil 
suitable any new form of Government might 
be, it could not receive tbat specdy ass 
which the proposition here presented meets 
from every neighboring State. It will be 
considered a inere Provision!
